Before \\s Men tho "First Annual Tio- 
port of tlifi I'ublio ScIiooIh in the I'rnviiicd 
of Britibh Columbia for tlio year oudiuf,' 
July 81st, 1872." Althontrh tlio title 
■would lean the renilor to conclude tliat 
the Eeport covers a whole year, yet it in 
reality doiils with only soino three mouths 
of the worjiing of tho now Mystoin; so tluit 
yfo shall bo nndorstood wLoii wo miy Ihnt 
it will be chielly interesting as tho tirHfc 
milo-atone, so to apenk, in tho history of 
Free State Education in. tho Pacific Pro- 
Tinoo.<|y ^By this, no alight to tho author is 
intendedi ' Oft the dontrary, we take oc- 
casion in tho outset, to coinpliniont tho 
Superintendent of Education upon the 
evidences the Eeport bears of his fitness 
lor the important position ho oceujjies. 
The Report, vrith Appendixoa, &o., makes 
up a TBrtjipapeotablc Bluobook of fifty 
pages.' We shall riot, thoroforo, be ex- 
pocted to do more than givo a very cur- 
sory ghmco at its contouta in the })rosont 
notice. Ab wo have said, tho Kcpert on- 
ly brings us down to tlin end of Jnly, the 
educational year of the Act; althoni^h the 
Superintendent could not resist the temp- 
tation to th^oyt»'i|t »- .S'iPPl°'^'''^''*''y 
■port, which extends into the Ides of No- 
Yombor. It will readily bo holioved that, 
like tho postscript to a lady's letter, the 
chief interest lingers in the snpiilouicnt. 
But, to business, and in order: It.nppears 
that, during tho three uiontbH covered by 
tho Eoport proper, tho Board of Educa- 
tion held seventeen meetings, four exami- 
nations; and granted, t/erlifl'catea to six- 
teen Toaehcrs. At theso examinations 
seven candidates failed. Seven ( 'ci'til'icates 
were granted ou Diplomas p.nd Certilieates 
submitted to and api)roved by tho Boai-d, 
making. twenty-three in nil ui> to that 
date. So far only Third Class (Jertitieates 
have been granted; bnt it is suggested 
that "pidfiers should be prepared for' cer- 
tificates of a higher grade, embracing a 
mora eitondod curiculum of studios, luul 
a more. searching examination in oacli." 
Thequestion as to whotherbooka, .station- 
ery, «c., should be supplied to schools 
gratis, occupied tho attention of the 
Board., jjt JTfla.' flUJiUy. .decided," as we 
think wisely, that Ontario retail prices ho 
charged parents und guardians for all au- 
thorized text books used in the Public 
Schools. In pursuance of this arrange- 
ment, an inroice of S830 '22, book.s was or- 
dered from Toronto, on which tho dealers 
made the liberal discount of 27 per 
cent. ;on ithe catalogue prices. A short 
chapter, giving , a history of schools in 
this country since the first, wisely finds a 
place in the Report, thus making the edu- 
cational chain compktj. Tho statistics aro 
necessarily imperfect; but it would seem 
that the new system found an aggregato 
of between three hundred und tb.ee hun- 
dred and lift}' children in attendance no- 
on the Common Schools thronghout the 
country. AVe iu)w cnuie to a detailed re- 
port of the dilTerent !H-h()ol=( visited on the 
Island and on tho Lower l-'niser up to the 
end of Jbiy. ' Glancing over tho faithful 
picture drawn by the Superintendent, 
two thouglits predominate: The paucity 
of pupils in attendance; and the clieorle.-is 
and uninviting, sometimes the utterly iin- 
inliabitttble clmracterof the tiehuol-house.s, 
Respecting one school the llepart fiiys, 
"The28tli wi^s examination day, but there 
■were only threfe'papfls in attendance— two 
girls ahd 'a boy. The hoy vas working 
in Latin Grammar, h.iving l)eeoino siu'h a 
j)rollcient in I'higlish (Iramtnar aud Geo- 
grnphy that tliose studies were dropped a 
year ago, and Latin substituted. So the 
teacher reported. .\n eirxininat i(in in 
those branches and aritlimetie did not l>y 
any nioans establish the fact of fornu'r 
l)roficiency." Here, indeed, ia a stu<ly 
for tho painter. A full-grown man ti'.ieh- 
ing thi'eo young ideas how to slioot.at the 
rate of about $200 a year per head ! 
Appendix G. tells us thatthero aro twelve 
denominational schools in Victoria; three 
ut New Wcstmiu.'ster, one private sehnol 
at Hope and ono at Lake Ls. llaelie. The 
number of children attending these scliool ^ 
in Victoria was over four luiudred, and 
ou tho Mainland about one liuudrcd. 
Passing on to the Sappl(>nientary Ueport, 
wo find more fooil for th(i\i;^'ht and nlisei - 
Tation. But, here, again, oiu' is painfully 
impressed witli tho slim .itlendauc.'. At 
one school we find ion; at am it he;- iiim- 
mostly half-castes, at another si.\. and 
so on. At the close of the y- ar, s^iyr- the 
Eeport, there were fieutccu scleH.ls in 
ojjeration: tho aggregate attendance, 
when visited, being 201; nqniber ou Re 
gistcrs, 286; of those IIT were hoys, and 
8-1 girls. Tiioso liguros wcnild appear to 
bo confined to tho I^fainliuid ; f(U' the He- 
port goes on to give tlio following ^jtalib- 
tics: — "School population, including 
children between the ages of fiVe and si.t- 
teen years, 534 returned. 'Assuming that 
there areJ.50 qhildron oi ^hool age in 
Victori&f together with 'Ml not included 
in any district, uuil lidf) in districts 
from which no ret uruM under tiiis IhmiI- 
ing Imve come to liP.nil, there arc about | 
1,7(')S in the entire I'nn-im'c." Ai-jitiii, | 
"Pupils, between the ages of live and .si.'i.- 
toou, attending the Public Sclioolson tho 
returns', 399; from districtn that have not 
sent in returns, 115; of othtr ages, 10; 
leaving ^ not attending llie Pulilie 
Srhords.

•Bunstcr) , wliich oconrred«t N/inaimo at 
the time ot the election of Sir Francis 
Hinoks. 

Mr. Eobson suggested that as Mr.

.y Mr. McCreight said ho sboxild have ad- 
dressed the House yesterday, but tliiit ho 
had not felt liimseli at liberty to do so 
without tho consent of the Lieut. -Gover- 
nor, as tho convor.salion referred to was 
privato and he was pressed by this con- 
sideration, notwith.stniuling that tho hon. 
meml)er had published hi.'5 version of it. 
But lio liad-siuce then obtained the con- 
B(!nt of the Lieut. -Governor attd would 
bo glud to state what ho knew of the mat- 
er, lis said that a conversation took 
place at C'apt. Spalding's house between 
tho Lieut. -Governor and tho hon member 
which lie (^r. JlcCreight) did not hear, 
but uporr hi^ being called in 'frdih an ad- 
joining room, tho following oonyersation 
took i)lacQ between the hon. naemiier and 
, himself in the 2)resence of the Lieut. 
Governor. The hon. member asked him 
(Mr. McCreight) whether the Govorr.- 
mont would take steps during tho next 
ftossiou witii a viow to induce tho Logis- 
lativo Assembly to request the Dominion 
Goveriimeut to modify tho Canadian Tar- 
iff, .so as to render it more adai)ted to the 
farming interests of tho Province. Tho 
answer by him (Mr. McCreight) was, that 
his views as to the Canadian TarifT woro 
distinct — that he was jjledged to it, and 
that ais to asking foi: duty on flour, or any 
change of that find, that it ■was out of the 
question; but as regards other matters, 
if tin; interests of tlio farmers could bo 
furtheri?d without interfering with other 
interests in tlie Province, ho felt suro no 
Government could be more anxious to at- 
tain that object than that which then ex- 

Jated. Mr. MoOreight further told the 
House that thi.s must be tho remark which 
tho hon. membor had ini.staken for an un- 
dertaking on the part of the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor. Mr. McCreight then said that he 
had enjoyed the honor for a considerable 
period of tho friendship of the Lieut. 

•Governor, who had always spoken to him 
without reserve on all publio matters, and 
that ho felt confident that thoLieut.- 
Governor could not have givcfn an under- 
taking that he would influence the Minis- 
try on this question. lie had never at- 
tempted so to deal witli the Ministry; and 
had never pressed his views a* to tho mo- 
diiication of the TarilY, though ho (Mr. 
McCreight) was Avell aware that the Lieut 
Gorernor always considered that some 
modification might well bo made in the 
interests of the Province and tin? Domin- 
ion. , The subject had not since the con- 
veraatiop.: discussed. He further 

added that ho felt suro His Excellency 
could not possibly liave imytiiing to con- 
ceal in respect oif hi-; conversation with 
the hon. mc'iliber.

-Governor, 
that he will (with due respect to our ru- 
jneseiitativos in tho Dominion Parlia- 
ment) request that tho Government of 
the Dominion will be pleased to havo tho 
tho above steamer placed oii the Revenue 
Service; also to act as traiisj)ort for all 
lighislii])s and lighthouses on the coast of 
British Columbia. Mr. Smith referred 
in forcible terms to tho injustice of a nuiu 
(Mr. Sjjratt) having to run a boat in oji- 
position to the Dominion Treasury. It 
was not right — it ^vas not fostorilig indus- 
try or privato enterprise to allow auoh a 
state of things ^to continue and onr 
representatives at Ottawa ought to have 
the matter remedied. 

Mr. Barnston foUpwed Mf . Smith and 
took tho same ground. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos differed with the 
moror and seconder as to the propriety of 
l)assiiig tho resolution. Yestenlay the 
flouso had passed a resolution roquoating 
the Lieut.

Had tho accident happened during work- 
ing hours, it is believed that somewhere 
botwoeii 20 to .30 men would inevitably 
have been buried b(nieath the (/(■/«•/,? as 
it is, the part now being worked that has 
caved in. 

ANOTIIEn MURDER. 

An Indian known by the namo of Tom 
(a Gomox) was found dead a short dis- 
tance from tlie Depnrture Bay Bridge 
across tho ^lillstreani. on Saturday, aji- 
parently beaten to death. He is reported 
to havo been killed in a drunken spree tho 
previous night. Two Indians are in cus- 
tody.
